funded, the Koester said 

Henderson said that he felt hat the 
hining of more student assistants 1s 
unportant for Manhy reasons 

“For one thing, it creates more jobs 
on campus,” he said. “Our students 
have to work. [he more effort the uni 
versity Can make to hire students, the 
hetter. 

Henderson said that keeping stu 
dents on campus to work will not only 
allow them to contribute more to the 
campus culture, but will also reduce 
traffic and pollution because they will 
not have to leave school to go to the 
yobs. He also said that surveys have 
shown that students want more coun 
seling and face-to-face interaction, and 
that students preter dealing with other 
students 

According to Koester, student as 
sistants helped academic depart 
ments, as well as the Outreach and 
Admissions offices with recrustment 
and retention activities in Fall 1994 
As a result, Koester said, applica 
uons for spring were increased by 7 
percent (248 students), and admits 
increased by 4 percent (104 students)

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classes teach and 





provide employment for students

Ata time when universities are 
facing budgetary constraints, many 
are suggesting and implementing 
cost-cutting programs 

Ome such program atnearby UC 
Davis employs Sacramento City 
College professors to teach reme- 
dial courses 

However, this idea may not be 
an effecuve solution for all univer- 
sities, according to CSUS leaming 
skills Director Nancy Tooker 

Tooker views outside assistance 
as a way of “losing contro!” of the 
university's overall mission and¢x - 
pectations. 

“We have certain standards that 
need to be met,” she said. “And by 
placing pre-baccaluareate courses 
in the hands of community college 
professors, we are not wuly over- 
secing Our own program of ensur- 
ing that our students are making 
appropriate progress,’ Tooker said. 

The Committee on Educational 
Policy Precollegiate Instruction at 
CSU, which was introduced at the 

a i 


CSU Board of Trusiees meeting on 
Jan. 24 and 25, reports that only six- 
tenths of | percent of the CSU General 
Fund for expenditures are directed to 
remedial anddevelopmental programs 

Graduate and upper-division stu- 
dents also benefit by having remedial 
courses remain in the CSU system. 
Currently, 44 graduate and student as- 
sistants teach remedial courses at CSUS 

‘The recent discussion over reme- 
dial classes has focused in large part on 
reports that large numbers of CSUS 
students do not pass the English Phaice- 
ment Test, 

“Ttis true that 50 percent donot pass 
or reach the appropriate level who take 
the placement exam,” Tooker said. 
“However, this percentage 1s reached 
only becanse 87 percent of the incom- 
ing freshman student body population 
ai CSUS have already been subtracted 
or exempt” from taking the test. 

Although Tooker did not have the 
exact figures available, she said that 
about 75 percent of the remaining 13 
percent are found to be non-native stu- 
deus, with English as @ second lan- 
guage, Moreover, she said, 1-any have 
retumed to school after a jong hiatus, or 


have never been taught the required 
test subjects, such as algebra, 

“Naturally these students will re- 
quire a refresher course,” Tooker said 
“Very few justhave abad day on the test.” 

The Committee on Educational 
Policy Precolleg ate Instrucuion at CSU 
concluded that one out of four CSU 
first-time freshmen reported that En 
glish was their second language 

“Simply, there are twokinasof prob- 
lems and two kinds of students,” UC 
Davis Chetnistry Professor Charles 
Nash said. “First, there are mainstream 
kids that are careless, less disciplined 
and grammatically sloppy. And sec: 
ond, there are students with second 
language problems, These students are 
cognitive in ther native language, but 
have problems with clearly thinking 
avd writing in English.” 

UC Davis Chancellor Larry 
Vanderhoe!, who advocates remedial 
courses being taught by community 
college instructors, blamed high per- 
centages of students participating in 
remedial course work on the amount of 
television watched by students 

Both Nash and CSUS Dean of Gen- 
¢ral Education Cecilia Gray disagree 


with Vanderhoef. 

“It's easy to blame TV,” Gray 
said. “But | think the real issue is 
that students aren’ treading and writ- 
ing enough.” 

Nash holds that since the mid- 
1930's and 40's, student aptitude 
has steadily decreased. Students to- 
day are trafficking in facts and not 
ideas and they are fact rather than 
concept-based, said Nash 

“Not once in my learning or 
teaching career have | ever taken a 
multiple-choice test,” Nash said, 
“This includes my doctorate stud- 
ies. This method of thinking is cata- 
strophic for both college - bound and 
existing college students.” 

Tooker stresses that students’ 
backgrounds must betaken into con- 
sideration. Many donot have access 
to printed materials in English, or 
speak one language at school and 
another at home, she said 

“Particularly on CSU campuses, 
there is a greater diversity im the 
student population,” Tooker said. 
“Each campus has special needs 
and must individually decide how 
to better serve their students,”

The Sexual Health Program is a divi- 
sion of the Wellness Program offered by the 
Health Center at CSUS. The program of 
fers assistance to students in sexual health 
areas as well providing informabon on 
topics such as rape prevenuon, drug and 
alcohol awareness, fitness, nutnion, and 
general physical health. 

The Health Center provides these ser- 
vices free of charge to all CSUS students. 
The Sexual Health Program consists of 
seven interns who are all students at Sacra- 
mento State that have been trained as peer 
counselors over the surnmer for this year- 
long volunteer internship position.

“We provide accurate unbiased infor 
mation on different issues of sexual health 
We give out information on contracepuon 
as well as sexually transmitied disease and 
HIV prevenvon,” sad student inter and 
peer counselor Bret Greenfield, a senior 
miajonng in psychology 

“The most important part of Our pro- 
gam is thal we provide students with open 
and unbiased informabon about sexual 
health,” said Laune Bisset-Grady, Direc 
tor of Health Education for the Health 
Center.””"We wantto give them basuc infor- 
mation about birth control and reproduc - 
ve health issues to allow the students to 
make informed decisions forthemselves.” 

“The BirthControl Education program 
came into existence in 1975 and contunued 
in that fashion until 1987. At that ume the 
program combined with what was known 
asthe AIDS Education Project giving burth 
10 the Sexual Health Program.“ 

The program offers individual coun 
seling, information sessions and presenta 


tions to On-campus Organizalions. “We 
focus mainly on HIV tm our educabon on 
STDs, mainly because of what people and 
society are directed toward and there 1s so 
much press and media toward AIDS and 
HIV,” said Bisset-Grady 

Individual counseling sessionsare held 
pnvaicly between counselor and student, 
and are kept in stnct confidence. “We can 
talk about whatever subyect they wish to 
learn about. We mainly talk about contra 
cepuon, and different kinds of contacep 
uon, because that is what people are most 
interested in; however, it could be any 
thing that deals with sexual health or sexu- 
ality,” Greenfield saxi 

“Sex topics are so prevalent in our 
society but really aren't open at a personal 
level. We have asocety that likes to watch 
it [sexuality | in the media, but doesn’t like 
to talk about it with each other.”

SANTA MONICA, (AP) —A 
star guard on the Santa Monica 
College basketball team was shot 
to death during an argument al a 
hamburger stand hours after help

Davy Fortson, 19, was killed 
Friday night. On Sunday, his 
teammates gathered at the home 
of coach Marvin Menzies
